30,  1942.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

This  is  a  “war  edition”  of  the  biennial  report  and  hence  is 
brief.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  Training  School,  from  the  small¬ 
est  boy  to  the  staff,  has  become  war  minded.  All  members  of  the 
staff  are  buying  bonds  or  stamps  each  month  and  a  large  per¬ 
centage  of  the  boys  are  buying  stamps  each  week. 

The  school  has  cooperated  with  the  government  in  its  farming 
activities.  The  acreage  in  peanuts  and  soy  beans  has  been  in¬ 
creased  materially  at  the  government’s  request.  The  herds  of 
cattle,  hogs  and  sheep  are  improving  in  size  and  quality.  Farm 
machinery  was  checked  over  before  the  emergency  and  old 
machines  were  traded  for  new  ones.  Stores  of  commodities  are 
kept  well-filled. 

The  school  has  kept  pace  with  many  war  activities.  Most  of 
the  staff  members  have  taken  courses  in  first  aid,  domestic 
science,  or  the  more  technical  courses  in  mechanics,  electricity 
and  radio.  The  boys,  as  well  as  the  staff,  have  been  in  all  the 
“drives”  for  scrap,  and  truck  loads  of  rubber,  iron,  aluminum 
and  paper  have  been  assembled  in  the  war  effort. 

In  the  auditorium  there  is  a  service  flag  containing  106 
stars  representing  former  boys  and  staff  members  now  in 
the  service.  This  flag  is  an  inspiration  to  the  boys  now  in  the 
school. 

We,  boys,  staff,  and  superintendent  realize  that  the  most 
important  thing  to  do  now  is  to  win  the  war  as  quickly  as  pos¬ 
sible  in  order  that  constructive  work  again  may  be  emphasized. 

I  thus  present  the  condensed  biennial  report  in  the  name  of 
liberty  and  victory.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Morrison  Training  School , 

Hoffman ,  North  Carolina. 

Gentlemen : 

Beard,  the  historian  said,  ‘‘The  history  of  civilization,  if 
intelligently  conceived,  may  be  an  instrument  of  civilization. ” 
I  think  this  truism  may  well  be  applied  to  the  history  of  this 
institution  and  to  this  report. 

During  the  past  eighteen  years  of  the  history  of  this  insti¬ 
tution,  which  was  opened  January  5,  1925,  nearly  1,700  boys 
have  been  committed  for  training.  Of  that  number  1,080  boys 
have  developed  into  splendid  citizens.  Many  of  them  have  married 
and  are  now  rearing  families.  Judging  from  reports,  letters  and 
actual  contacts  with  these  former  students  of  Morrison,  they 
are  carrying  out  the  mandate  given  here,  “see  to  it  that  your 
children  receive  from  you  a  better  chance  of  enjoying  the  good 
life,  than  was  provided  for  you.”  These  men  tell  me  that  they 
are  “seeing  to  it.” 

But  we  must  take  into  consideration  that  this  large  human 
salvage  was  accomplished  “in  spite”  of  the  meager  opportunities 
offered  by  this  institution.  I  am  wondering  if  the  loss  of  approxi¬ 
mately  700  boys  of  the  total  commitments  might  not  have  been 
averted  if  adequate  financial  provisions  had  been  made  during 
the  earlier  years  of  this  institution.  This  is  a  question  that  should 
be  given  serious  consideration  in  determining  appropriations 
for  the  biennium  1943-1945. 


Population  Types 

I  wish  to  report  that  this  institution  has  the  most  hetero¬ 
geneous  population  of  any  training  school  within  the  state.  There 
are  boys  committed  to  us  whose  eligibility  ranges  from  modern 
high  school  to  an  asylum  for  the  insane.  There  are  those  here 
whose  prime  need  is  physical  rehabilitation.  In  many  cases,  there 
are  those  here  who  should  have  been  sent  to  an  orphanage.  There 
are  mental  defectives  here  who  cannot  compete  with  the  aggres¬ 
sive  delinquent  whose  chief  faults  are  the  lack  of  character, 
ignorance  as  to  social  requirements  and  retarded  in  vocational 
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skill.  This  highly  mixed  population  is  being  assembled  in  this 
institution  because  there  was  no  other  place  for  courts  of  the 
state  to  send  them. 

In  dealing  with  this  situation  we  have  tried  to  discover  com¬ 
mon  grounds  on  which  all  types  could  meet.  The  playground 
under  continuous  supervision,  the  stressing  of  art  in  simplified 
forms,  permitting  music  to  play  a  large  part  with  its  sobering 
influence.  Handicraft  comes  in  for  a  great  share  of  the  credit. 
To  that  division  the  most  hopeless  have  been  sent.  Here  they  are 
taught  to  weave  rugs  from  simple  materials.  Many  beautiful 
baskets,  mats  and  frames  have  been  constructed  from  native 
grasses. 

The  stronger  intellectual  types  are  sent  to  the  vocational  shop 
of  their  own  choosing,  with  the  guidance  of  our  psychologist  and 
the  placement  committee. 

The  Health  of  the  Population 

The  health  of  the  institution  is  protected  by  a  regular  staff 
physician  and  a  registered  nurse.  A  small  infirmary  built  in 
1938  provides  the  laboratory  in  which  the  health  work  is  carried 
on.  Under  the  splendid  leadership  of  these  two  workers  the 
health  of  the  institution  has  been  promoted  to  a  high  level.  The 
institution  has  not  suffered  from  any  contagious  outbreak  in 
several  years. 

The  following  types  and  number  of  treatments  have  been 
administered  as  a  general  routine: 

Small  pox  vaccinations,  191 ;  typhoid  vaccinations,  266 ;  throat 
ailments,  164;  adenoids  treated,  82;  ear  eruptions  treated,  60; 
Norway  itch  (healed),  112;  superficial  growths  (removed),  73, 
sprains,  306;  asthma,  143;  ulcers,  67;  common  colds,  370;  treat¬ 
ments  for  syphilis,  189 ;  miscellaneous  complaints,  443. 

Every  boy  entering  the  institution  is  given  a  complete 
physical  examination,  by  our  staff  physician.  A  complete  record 
of  findings  and  treatments  is  kept.  The  poorly  nourished  are 
placed  on  a  special  diet  and  followed  through  to  recovery.  All 
services  given  to  the  group  are  charged  to  the  school’s  budget. 

Education — Academic 

The  work  of  the  academic  school  covers  the  first  eight  grades. 
In  some  ways  the  course  of  study  follows  that  of  the  public 
school  system  of  the  state  of  North  Carolina.  But  the  institu- 
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tion  reserves  the  right  to  modify  these  courses  to  the  extent  of 
building  them  around  the  needs  of  the  individual  and  the  group. 
In  cases  where  the  child’s  efforts  prove  that  he  does  not  possess 
the  capacity  for  formal  school  work,  other  methods  of  train¬ 
ing  are  provided  for  stimulating  whatever  learning  capacities 
he  may  possess. 

Much  work  must  be  done  in  creating  a  desire  for  learning  even 
where  a  boy  has  the  capacity.  Often  school  experiences  of  the 
past  have  developed  a  total  dislike  for  both  the  school  and  the 
teacher.  Our  teachers  soon  learn  that  building  for  confidence 
and  rapport  through  their  own  efforts  works  mightily  in  creat¬ 
ing  interest  and  performance.  Most  of  us  here  hold  to  the 
idea  that  every  child  should  learn  to  read  and  write.  We  often 
fail  in  reaching  that  goal,  but  our  past  successes  have  justified 
our  continued  faith  and  efforts. 

Recently  we  requested  and  received  expert  help  from  the 
United  States  Department  of  Education  and  the  Department  of 
Public  Instruction  of  North  Carolina.  Four  specialists  from  each 
of  these  sources  spent  several  days  in  conference  with  our  teach¬ 
ing  staff  and  much  good  has  been  derived  from  this  undertaking. 

Education- — V  ocational 

This  division  of  our  educational  work  has  always  been  very 
popular  with  the  student  group  of  our  institution.  The  younger 
boys  as  well  as  the  older  ones  are  immediately  attracted  to  the 
hum  of  motors  and  making  of  things. 

The  requests  for  shop  placements  far  exceed  the  shop  oppor¬ 
tunities  that  have  been  provided.  To  meet  the  present  need 
would  require  the  doubling  of  our  present  capacity. 

The  following  vocational  opportunities  are  now  being  offered : 
auto  mechanics,  woodworking,  carpentry,  painting,  plastering, 
bricklaying,  sheet  metal  work,  plumbing,  barber  services  and 
farm  mechanics.  All  boys  are  given  practical  experiences  through 
the  operation  of  plant  and  the  maintenance  of  plant  departments. 
The  students  in  auto  mechanics  receive  their  practice  training 
on  trucks,  cars  and  tractors  of  the  school  and  surrounding 
communities. 

Many  of  the  boys  taking  training  here  in  our  shops  are  now 
employed  throughout  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Vir- 
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ginia.  The  whereabouts  of  several  are  not  known  at  present. 
Eight  boys  have  been  employed  for  six  months  by  army  camp 
contractors  and  their  work  is  giving  complete  satisfaction. 

The  vocational  school  lost  most  of  the  instructors  during  the 
past  ten  months.  Three  factors  are  responsible  for  these  losses 
to  the  school:  (a)  the  low  salaries  at  Morrison  and  the  high 
salaries  in  war  industries;  (b)  induction  into  the  army;  (c) 
better  salaries  offered  by  the  public  school  system  of  the  state. 
It  has  proven  most  difficult  to  refill  these  positions  at  our  present 
salary  rate. 


The  Farm 

The  progress  of  the  farm  has  been  greatly  accelerated  during 
the  biennium.  The  farm  reports  for  the  past  two  years  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  the  State  Auditor. 

The  productivity  of  the  soil  is  being  improved  and  large 
quantities  of  feed  and  food  are  being  harvested. 

Religious  Training 

The  greatest  force  in  the  process  of  correctional  training  is 
found  in  the  spiritual  awakening  of  the  child.  Religious  work 
has  always  occupied  a  large  part  of  our  training  activities.  Each 
boy  is  given  opportunity  for  sincere  religious  expression.  These 
outlets  carry  over  into  other  avenues  of  school  experiences. 

There  are  two  Sabbath  day  services,  one  at  11:00  A.M.,  the 
other  at  5 :30  P.M.  Evening  prayer  services  are  held  in  the 
various  dormitories  on  week  days.  Character  training  activities 
are  carried  on  daily  in  all  departments. 

The  new  program  for  the  regular  graded  Sunday  School  work 
will  be  fully  developed  within  the  next  few  months,  and  all 
seem  to  be  interested  in  seeing  that  program  rounded  out.  Our 
greatest  need  at  this  time  with  reference  to  religious  training  is 
a  chapel.  The  plans  for  this  church  have  been  drawn  so  as  to 
provide  Sunday  School  rooms  to  accommodate  classes  for  the 

various  grade  levels. 

Recreation 

A  full  time  recreation  director  is  employed.  The  program 
carried  out  by  the  director  has  many  aims.  One  is  the  satisfying 
of  the  instinctive  desire  of  every  child  to  play  and  have  fun.  But 
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the  program  at  Morrison  aims  at  something  more  lasting  than 
fun  and  play  as  such.  Many  of  the  children  find  the  playground 
a  place  for  learning  the  fine  arts  of  cooperation  and  sportsman¬ 
ship.  The  one  time  “softling”  develops  stamina.  The  “touchy” 
becomes  friendly,  the  shy  and  backward  become  more  aggres¬ 
sive.  In  the  final  analysis  these  experiences  build  character  as 
well  as  a  stronger  body.  There  are  no  stiff  rules  to  be  committed 
to  memory,  but  the  spirit  of  the  play  activities  and  the  objectives 
in  the  minds  of  the  supervisor  and  director  tend  to  guide  all 
activities  into  channels  that  are  helpful  and  resourceful. 

It  is  the  hope  of  the  institution  that  the  program  may  be 
broadened  so  as  to  include  adequate  equipment  for  the  play¬ 
ground  and  dormitories  alike. 

Urgent  Needs 

Some  of  the  most  urgent  needs  of  the  institution  may  be 
stated  as  follows : 

A  chapel  or  church;  recreation  building;  three  cottages  (18 
boys  each)  ;  farm  and  orchard  tractor;  enlargement  of  dining- 
hall  building ;  new  equipment  for  dining  hall  and  kitchen ;  equip¬ 
ment  for  two  dormitories;  service  training  building;  four  addi¬ 
tional  class  rooms;  four  work  shops;  a  canning  and  storage 
plant. 

In  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  for  that 
loyal  group  of  staff  workers  who  stood  firmly  by  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  the  school  during  the  biennium.  They  refused  to 
accept  larger  salaries  offered  elsewhere,  because  they  felt  that 
during  these  times  of  unrest  the  school  needed  them  more  than 
ever. 

My  gratitude  is  also  expressed  to  the  board  of  directors,  whose 
help  as  individuals  and  as  a  group  meant  much  in  the  success 
which  we  have  enjoyed  during  the  past  two  years. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  budget  bureau  for 
timely  aid  in  tiding  the  school  through  distressing  financial 
situations  each  time  they  appeared. 

Finally,  my  appreciation  is  expressed  to  Judge  F.  M.  Redd 
and  the  generous  donors  of  Christmas  cheer  and  the  friends 
throughout  the  state  for  their  contributions  towards  the  New 
Year's  banquet  for  the  boys  and  the  staff.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  Dr.  W.  A.  St  anbury,  President, 
and  Members  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

Dear  Dr.  Stanbury: 

Due  to  the  economic  necessities  of  these  war  years  we  are 
restricting  our  text  and  statistical  reports  to  the  minimum.  In 
these  we  will  point  out  the  significant  factors,  which  show  the 
trends  during  the  last  biennium.  A  study  of  the  trends  in  our 
intake  and  separations  may  help  us  more  intelligently  to  tackle 
the  real  problems  with  which  the  school  is  faced. 

Our  analysis  of  the  following  statistical  charts  discloses  six 
major  problems  which  must  be  met  as  our  share  in  carrying 
the  burden  of  the  war  efforts. 

I.  Housing  and  supervision  of  additional  inmates.  We  are 
now  caring  for  thirty  more  children  than  were  enrolled 
one  year  ago. 

II.  Increased  medical  care  due  to  an  increase  in  the  number 
admitted  with  venereal  disease  infection.  There  has  been 
a  25  per  cent  increase  in  venereal  disease  cases  during  the 
last  year. 

III.  Additional  academic  pupils  place  a  heavier  load  upon  our 
already  overburdened  teaching  and  classification  staff. 
Salaries  must  be  increased  if  the  high  quality  of  our  teach¬ 
ing  is  to  be  maintained. 

Nine  months  school  will  call  for  increases  under  instruc¬ 
tion  to  care  for  at  least  three  teachers  on  a  nine  months 
basis  instead  of  eight  months. 

IV.  Maintenance  of  increased  population — the  daily  average 
has  increased  in  the  last  eight  months  from  180  to  196. 

V.  Parole  violations  and  revocations  are  on  the  increase.  A 
closer  and  more  adequate  staff  of  case  workers  for  super¬ 
vision  of  parolees  may  keep  this  intake  down.  Most  case 
workers  are  now  carrying  such  heavy  case  loads  that  it 
is  physically  impossible  to  give  even  superficial  over¬ 
sight  to  many  parolees  from  our  schools  for  juvenile 
delinquents.  These  children  need  to  feel  that  someone 
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cares  and  will  have  time  to  continue  to  listen  to  their 
problems  when  they  need  guidance  and  ask  for  it. 

VI.  The  last  but  greatest  problem  is  the  fact  that  we  are  faced 
with  the  ever  increasing  number  of  children  of  the 
imbecile  level  of  mentality  that  are  being  committed  as 
delinquents.  They  constitute  a  very  real  menace  in  com¬ 
munities.  Members  of  this  group  are  legally  delinquents 
but  when  classified  and  studied  here  as  prospects  for 
training  school  plans,  they  are  almost  a  total  loss.  In 
custodial  institutional  training  classes  where  drill  and 
long  time  care  are  maintained,  they  might  become  par¬ 
tially  self-supporting. 

At  present  all  that  our  classification  committee  can  set 
as  goals  for  a  child  of  this  imbecile  level  is  to  give  her 
social  training  to  correct  her  behavior  habits,  and  then 
prepare  sterilization  papers  and  hold  the  child  under  a 
custodial  regime  until  hospitalization  for  sterilization  is 
completed.  After  that  we  are  faced  with  the  question 
whether  to  release  on  parole  or  discharge  her.  If  paroled 
the  imbecile  child  would  almost  at  once  become  a  com¬ 
munity  nuisance  and  revocation  of  parole  would  be 
requested.  She  would  then  be  returned  to  the  school,  and 
so  would  continue  in  a  vicious  circle  of  release  and  return. 
Everyone  agrees  that  for  them  long-time  custodial  care 
in  the  only  treatment. 

What  then  shall  we  do?  Shall  we  fill  the  beds  with  this 
type  and  soon  become  a  custodial  institution  for  per¬ 
manent  or  long-time  care  of  defective  delinquents  and 
crowd  out  those  who  are  of  moron  and  higher  levels,  or 
shall  we  discharge  those  of  this  non-trainable  type  as  soon 
as  sterilization  procedure  is  completed?  Daily  this  prob¬ 
lem  faces  us.  The  community  representatives  criticize  us 
for  discharging  them,  yet  they  also  plead  for  acceptance 
of  all  new  cases.  What  is  the  answer  ? 

Classification  procedure  and  individualized  plans  for  each 
child  based  on  her  special  needs  has  continued  in  spite  of  the 
stress  of  maintaining  psychological  and  other  specialized 
services.  Both  Duke  University  and  Chapel  Hill  ha\e  gi\en 
unstintingly  of  their  resources  in  aiding  us  to  hold  to  the 
standards  of  classification. 
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Full  outlines  of  the  development  of  this  individualized  study 
and  planning  procedures  have  been  given  in  previous  biennial 
reports.  We  particularly  call  to  your  attention  the  1934  through 
1940  reports  for  plans  and  results  of  the  classification  system 
which  was  adopted  in  1934.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

In  conformance  with  custom  and  in  fulfillment  of  legal 
requirements,  I  am  submitting  herewith  the  biennial  report  of 
the  Stonewall  Jackson  Training  School  covering  the  yeais 
1940-41  and  1941-42.  Mr.  Charles  E.  Boger,  who  has  served 
most  effectively  as  superintendent  of  the  school  for  a  period  of 
twenty-nine  years  was  taken  ill  on  the  night  of  May  7,  1942 
and  has  been  incapacitated  for  active  duty  since  that  time. 
Therefore,  I  am  submitting  this  report  as  assistant  superin¬ 
tendent.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Mr.  Roger’s  health  is  greatly 
improved  and  it  is  the  hope  of  all  that  his  health  will  soon  be 
permanently  restored. 

At  the  outset  attention  is  called  to  the  fact  that  this  is  one 
of  the  two  correctional  institutions  for  delinquent  white  boys 
in  North  Carolina,  and  that  it  functions  on  a  state-wide  basis.  The 
age  range  of  boys  sent  to  the  Jackson  Training  School  is  from 
10  to  16  years.  The  school  seeks  to  provide  for  the  boys  a 
home,  including  food,  clothing  and  shelter;  educational  oppor¬ 
tunities  ;  and  training  in  common  work  habits  and  skills.  During 
the  biennium  the  enrollment  at  the  institution  has  been  fairly 
constant,  showing  in  the  last  year  a  slight  decrease  from  that 
of  other  years. 


Effects  of  the  War 

The  Jackson  Training  School,  along  with  all  other  public¬ 
serving  agencies  and  institutions,  has  felt  and  is  continuing 
to  feel  the  impact  of  the  bitter  war  now  raging  throughout 
the  entire  world.  Just  as  there  has  been  widespread  uncer¬ 
tainty  and  restlessness  among  people  everywhere,  individually 
and  collectively,  there  has  also  been  a  spirit  of  some  restless¬ 
ness  among  the  boys  here.  Some  of  their  own  brothers  and 
fathers  have  gone  into  the  armed  forces,  many  have  gone  into 
the  various  defense  industries,  which  has  resulted  in  further 
disruptions  of  homes  and  more  and  more  uncertainty  back  home. 
In  other  words  there  has  been,  among  the  boys,  new  impetus 
to  the  spirit  of  adventure,  with  which  it  has  been  necessary  to 
deal  from  time  to  time. 

In  a  like  manner,  war  circumstances  have  affected  the  per¬ 
sonnel  of  the  staff  members.  Several  of  those  associated  for  some 
time  with  the  institution,  who  were  valuable  to  the  program, 
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have  been  drafted  or  have  voluntarily  gone  into  the  armed 
service.  Whenever  it  has  been  necessary  to  replace  these  persons 
in  the  organization,  it  has  been  very  difficult  to  do  so.  The 
salaries  now  being  paid  in  industries  are  such  that  competition  is 
very  keen  and  the  quality  of  training  and  ability  of  the  staff 
members  has  begun  to  suffer  some.  In  practically  every  instance, 
however,  those  who  have  been  employed  here  over  a  period  of 
years  have  shown  remarkable  loyalty  to  the  institution.  The  net 
result  is  that  the  institution,  through  its  budget,  will  for  the 
next  biennium  be  forced  to  provide  for  increased  salaries  for  its 
staff  members. 

The  School  is  extending  and  expanding  its  efforts  to  meet 
the  war  emergency  by  providing  on  the  school  farm  an  increased 
proportion  of  the  food  needed  at  the  institution. 


Health  Conditions 

In  general,  health  conditions  at  the  school  have,  during  the 
past  biennium,  been  better  than  ever  in  the  history  of  the  insti¬ 
tution.  There  have  been  no  serious  epidemics  among  the  boys. 
A  few  did  have  mumps,  but  because  of  the  quarantine  facilities 
here,  there  were  only  a  very  few  cases. 

The  superior  health  conditions  here  may  be  attributed  to 
several  causes.  In  the  first  place,  the  improved  health  program 
in  the  public  schools  of  the  state  has  raised  the  health  standards 
for  all  children  and  much  credit  is  likewise  due  to  work  of  county 
health  departments.  Consequently  the  boys  committed  to  the 
school,  enter  with  a  better  background  of  health  attention  than 
formerly.  In  the  second  place,  the  school  has  its  own  infirmary 
which  operates  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  resident 
nurse  and  a  part-time  physician.  The  school  furnishes  regularly 
to  the  boys  a  good  supply  of  wholesome  milk  and  all  kinds  of 
substantial  foods.  The  health  of  the  robust  boy  is  carefully  pro¬ 
tected  and  preserved,  and  that  of  the  low  standard  boy  is 
guarded  and  improved. 

Unfortunately,  one  boy  died  during  the  biennium.  This 
occurred  while  a  tonsillectomy  was  in  progress.  It  was  with 
extreme  sadness  that  this  untimely  event  was  recorded  in  the 
annals  of  the  school.  The  boy  was  Harold  Bryson  and  his  death 
occurred  June  17,  1941. 
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Maintenance  of  Property 

The  policy  of  the  officials  has  been  to  keep  the  buildings  in 
good  repair  continuously.  Most  of  the  repairs  are  made  by  a 
member  of  the  school  staff,  who  is  on  the  job  twelve  months  in 
the  year,  and  has  a  group  of  boys  working  with  him  as  a  part 
of  their  basic  training.  Part  of  the  repair  work  is  done  by  pri¬ 
vate  contractors,  especially  where  the  work  is  heavy  and  where 
the  risks  are  too  great.  The  repairs  include  painting,  replaster¬ 
ing,  replacing  floors  and  steps,  reroofing,  and  repairs  to  plumb¬ 
ing.  The  dairy  and  farm  equipment  are  likewise  kept  in  good 
repair  by  a  crew  of  boys  working  under  a  competent  and 
capable  mechanic. 

Much  of  the  plumbing  is  obsolete  and  constantly  gives  trouble. 
It  should  be  replaced  as  soon  as  possible  with  more  up-to-date 
and  more  sanitary  equipment.  It  is  suggested  that  since  no 
new  building  will  be  possible  for  the  duration  of  the  war  that 
the  repair  fund  be  increased  some  in  order  to  keep  the  physical 
plant  well-preserved  and  protected.  Within  the  last  year  of  the 
biennium  a  ventilating  system  was  installed  in  the  auditorium 
of  the  school  building.  This  has  proven  to  be  a  most  valuable 
addition. 


The  School  Farm 

During  the  biennium  200  acres  of  land  have  been  added  to 
the  school  farm.  The  Training  School  was  already  cultivating 
this  land  on  a  rental  basis.  Now  that  it  has  been  incorporated 
into  the  school  farm  it  will  be  possible  to  cultivate  it  more 
profitably  and  there  will  be  more  reasons  now  for  developing 
and  improving  this  land  to  a  high  state  of  production.  Some  of 
it  will  be  pastured,  and  some  will  be  devoted  to  hay  and  feed 
crops. 

As  a  whole  the  school  farm  is  being  constantly  improved  and 
developed.  Cover  crops  are  planted,  manure  from  the  barn  and 
the  dairy  is  scattered  over  the  farm,  and  pasturing  has  improved 
much  of  the  land.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  school  officials  to  put  as 
much  as  possible  back  into  the  farm  for  improvement  purposes. 
The  Jackson  Training  School  owns  a  very  fine  herd  of  Holstein 
cattle.  The  quality  of  the  herd  is  being  kept  up  to  a  high  stand¬ 
ard  of  production.  In  time  it  is  the  purpose  of  the  officials  to  have 
only  registered  cattle.  From  time  to  time  the  poorest  milkers  are 
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being  culled  from  the  herd  and  disposed  of,  and  good  milkers 
substituted  in  their  stead. 

Donations  and  Volunteer  Services 

Interested  friends  of  the  institution  have  continued  to  make 
generous  gifts.  The  boys  and  officials  are  deeply  grateful  for  all 
of  these.  Numerous  donations  have  been  made  for  the  Christmas 
cheer  fund  and  the  Hallowe’en  party.  Other  gifts  include  books, 
magazines,  and  athletic  equipment.  One  of  the  donors  gives  a 
Bible  to  each  boy  when  he  is  released  from  the  school.  Ministers 
and  laymen  from  Cabarrus  county,  Concord,  and  Charlotte 
churches  help  regularly  with  religious  services  at  the  school  each 
Sunday  afternoon.  These  tine  people  have  given  generously  of 
their  time  and  efforts,  and  gratitude  is  expressed  to  them.  Their 
efforts  are  invaluable  to  the  boys. 

Mr.  J.  J.  Earnhardt,  a  prominent  business  man  of  Concord, 
deserves  special  recognition  and  appreciation  for  his  services  in 
arranging  with  the  ministers  a  schedule  of  appointments.  In  this 
way  each  minister  knows  in  advance  just  when  he  will  be  respon¬ 
sible  for  a  service. 

Mr.  A.  C.  Sheldon,  a  former  secretary  of  boys  work  in  the 
Charlotte  Y.  M.  C.  A.  for  25  years,  continues  to  be  responsible 
for  the  afternoon  services  on  the  fourth  Sunday  of  each  month, 
and  our  thanks  are  extended  to  him. 


The  Osborne  Association  Survey 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  biennium  the  Osborne  Founda¬ 
tion  of  New  York  was  invited  to  come  to  Jackson  Training  School 
and  make  a  survey  of  the  school  for  the  purpose  ot  appraising  the 
physical  plant,  the  facilities  and  the  general  principles  and 
methods  of  operating  the  school  program,  and  also  making  sug¬ 
gestions  for  further  developments  and  improvements.  This 
survey  was  made  under  the  supervision  of  a  commission  headed 
by  Mr.  Austin  MacCormick,  who  had  two  assistants.  The  officials 
of  the  school  extended  to  the  commission  every  possible  courtesy 
and  their  fullest  cooperation. 

A  digest  or  preliminary  report  of  the  findings  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  has  been  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  school  officials.  A 
copy  has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the  board 
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of  trustees  and  various  state  officials.  The  full  report  will  be 
published  at  a  later  date  and  distributed  to  the  proper  officials. 

The  officials  of  the  Jackson  Training  School,  eager  as  they 
are  to  make  all  possible  improvements,  welcomed  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  have  this  appraisal  of  the  school.  However,  it  was  felt 
that  the  time  spent  at  the  school  by  the  members  of  the  commis¬ 
sion  was  probably  too  brief  for  them  to  do  the  job  either  as 
thoroughly  or  as  fairly  as  it  should  have  been  done.  However, 
after  having  examined  the  report  they  feel  that  in  general  it 
has  not  been  unfair  or  unjust.  Furthermore,  it  is  their  opinion 
that  most  of  the  suggestions  and  recommendations,  if  put  into 
operation  here,  would  strengthen  the  school  very  materially. 
In  fact  the  officials  of  the  school  have  in  recent  years  been  earn¬ 
estly  and  diligently  working  towards  the  accomplishment  of 
many  of  the  points  of  improvement  suggested  by  the  commission. 
However,  in  fairness  to  them  it  should  be  explained  that  they 
have  been  seriously  handicapped  by  inadequate  appropriations. 
It  has  been  impossible  to  employ  staff  members  with  specialized 
and  technical  training.  In  order  to  put  into  effect  the  recom¬ 
mendations  of  the  commission  some  increase  in  appropriations 
by  the  legislature  during  the  next  biennium  will  be  required.  It 
is  the  desire  and  hope  of  the  officials  that  this  will  be  possible. 


Conclusion 

In  fairness  to  those  who  have  been  doing  the  work  assigned 
to  them  at  the  school,  it  should  be  stated  that  they  have  done 
a  good  job.  They  have  been  paid  comparatively  low  salaries; 
their  long  hours  have  been  confining  and  exhaustive ;  and  the 
large  numbers  assigned  to  them  for  supervision  have  made  it 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  do  as  much  constructive  individual 
training  and  guidance  as  was  desired. 

I  desire  to  thank  the  staff  members  for  their  splendid  coopera¬ 
tion  during  the  time  that  I  have  acted  as  superintendent,  in  Mr. 
Boger’s  absence.  They  have  rallied  to  the  school  in  a  generous 
way;  they  have  been  most  helpful  in  sharing  with  me  the  many 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  office.  Naturally  we  have 
missed  the  leadership  and  the  steadying  influence  of  Mr.  Boger, 
but  together  we  have  attempted  to  carry  on  with  credit  to  our¬ 
selves  and  the  institution. 
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Finally,  we  extend  to  the  members  of  the  board  of  trustees 
our  appreciation  for  their  guidance  and  help.  We  feel  assured 
of  their  deep  interest  in  the  important  work  of  this  fine  insti¬ 
tution.

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LETTER  OF  TRANSMITTAL 

To  His  Excellency ,  J.  Melville  Broughton ,  Governor , 
and  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina. 

Gentlemen : 

We  have  the  honor  of  submitting,  herewith,  the  report  of 
the  State  Industrial  Farm  Colony  for  Women,  for  the  biennial 
period  dating  from  July  1,  1940,  through  June  30,  1942. 

As  is  pointed  out  in  the  report  of  the  superintendent,  the 
number  of  women  needing  the  training  given  by  the  State  Farm 
Colony  for  Women  has  appallingly  increased,  now  that  our  coun¬ 
try  is  at  war.  Therefore,  the  need  for  greater  facilities  is  even 
more  urgent  now  than  when  we  stressed  this  need  in  our  report 
of  two  years  ago.  Nevertheless,  we  fully  understand  that  the 
much  needed  buildings,  facilities  and  personnel  cannot  be 
requested  of  the  State  Legislature  at  the  present  time,  since 
permanent  improvements  are  prohibited  to  the  state  under 
existing  federal  regulations,  because  of  the  war  emergency. 

We  do,  however,  wish  to  draw  your  attention  to  the  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  Colony  with  women 
during  this  past  biennium,  especially  with  those  who  have  come 
to  us  from  the  camp  areas.  The  practical  human  value  of  this 
work  to  the  state,  and  especially  to  the  defense  areas  is  evident 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  human  welfare  and  the  worth  of  the 
individual.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
State  Industrial  Farm  Colony  for  Women. 

During  the  past  year  an  increasingly  large  number  of  women 
has  been  sent  to  us  from  the  areas  around  the  camps  of  the  armed 
forces.  During  July-August,  1941,  30  per  cent  of  women  admitted 
to  the  Colony  came  from  the  camp  areas ;  from  September 
through  December,  1941,  40  per  cent  of  admissions  came  from 
camp  areas.  For  the  entire  past  year  (September  1941  to  Sep¬ 
tember  1942)  60  per  cent  of  admissions  came  from  camp  areas, 
while  for  the  present  quarter  to  date,  July  to  September  1942,  the 
admission  of  women  from  camp  areas  has  risen  to  70  per  cent  of 
all  admissions. 

So  far  no  woman  who  has  come  to  us  from  the  camp  areas  has 
failed.  This  is  a  remarkable  record,  and  is  even  better  than  we 
have  been  able  to  achieve  with  other  groups,  our  previous  per¬ 
centage  of  women  who  succeeded  after  leaving  the  Colony  being 
around  80  per  cent.  This  percentage  was  high,  but  has  shrunk 
into  insignificance  beside  the  splendid  success  we  have  had  with 
women  from  the  camp  areas.  In  all  cases,  we  have  also  worked 
through  each  woman  to  other  needy  members  of  her  family  group 
and  have  in  this  way  assisted  in  the  better  community  adjust¬ 
ment  of  other  members  of  her  family  also.  Many  of  our  parolees 
are  now  not  merely  content  to  be  self-supporting,  but  in  many 
ways  are  making  worthwhile  contributions  to  their  communities. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports,  no  waiting  list 
can  be  kept  at  the  Colony  because  some  immediate  disposition 
must  be  made  of  every  case  sentenced  by  the  court.  Therefore, 
hundreds  of  women  who  should  be  in  the  Colony  and  cannot  be 
admitted  for  lack  of  room,  either  serve  jail  sentences,  or  are 
immediately  turned  loose  to  prey  further  on  their  own  communi¬ 
ties,  or  else  warned  out  of  the  county  to  become  a  menace  else¬ 
where.  A  conservative  estimate  of  such  cases  who  could  profit 
by  Colony  training  was,  before  the  war,  between  700  and  800 
women  annually.  This  figure  has  been  carefully  estimated  from 
a  detailed  study  of  jail  figures  in  North  Carolina  over  a  period 
of  years.  Now  in  war  time  this  number  has  been  appallingly 
increased,  hence  the  very  urgent  need  for  greater  facilities  at 
the  Colony.  However,  we  cannot  request  the  much-needed  addi¬ 
tional  buildings,  personnel,  and  facilities  since  permanent  im-

provements  are  prohibited  to  the  state  under  existing  federal 
regulations  because  of  the  war  emergency. 

The  health  of  all  our  women  must  be  approved  by  the  phy¬ 
sician  before  they  are  placed  on  parole.  Our  health  work  is  such  a 
vital  part  of  our  work  and  has  been  so  seriously  hampered  for 
lack  of  funds  during  the  past  biennium,  that  we  are  asking  not 
only  for  the  restoration  of  our  medical  budget  from  $1,750 
(which  is  totally  inadequate)  to  its  original  $2,000,  but  we  are 
asking  also  for  a  small  additional  amount  on  account  of  in¬ 
creased  cost  of  drugs  and  medical  supplies,  and  to  bring  the 
whole  of  our  nurse’s  salary  under  this  subhead — bringing  the 
total  to  $2,410  for  our  medical-dental-surgical  budget. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  stress  the  direct  value,  limited  only 
by  our  facilities,  of  our  work  to  the  communities  of  the  state, 
and  especially  to  the  defense  areas,  and  to  point  out  the  greatly 
increased  need,  as  a  direct  result  of  war  activities,  of  the  work 
done  by  Colony.

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REPORT  OF  MEDICAL  DIRECTOR 

A  healthy  body  is  the  prime  factor  in  a  healthy  mind.  The  health  of 
the  institution  during  the  biennium  has  been  unusually  good.  There  have 
been  no  epidemics,  contagious  or  infectious  diseases.  The  water  supply  has 
been  checked  at  monthly  intervals  and  found  good.  The  kitchens  and 
buildings  have  been  found  sanitary  at  all  times.  There  is  an  increased 
urgency  of  the  need  for  more  buildings,  personnel  and  facilities,  due  to 
our  location  so  close  to  the  camps  of  the  armed  forces.  More  space  and 
personnel  are  badly  needed  to  enable  the  Colony  to  assume  its  share  of 
responsibility  towards  bettering  conditions  around  the  camps.

The  percentage  of  new  cases  positive  for  Vincent’s  infection  for  the 
biennium  just  closed  shows  a  decrease  from  the  previous  biennium.  From 
July  1940  through  June  1942,  69  per  cent  of  new  cases  were  positive  for 
Vincent’s  infection,  while  during  1938  to  1940,  77  per  cent  showed  infection. 
All  cases  are  treated  until  negative. 

The  careful  supervision  given  in  the  institution  at  all  times  results 
in  very  effective  dental  care.  We  are  still  badly  in  need  of  a  dental  engine 
which  would  enable  us  to  take  care  of  many  cavities  which  we  are  now 
unable  to  care  for.
